At the chamber of commerce, sopped] 
tonight at"Hotel Corina, announcement" 
will be made for the first time in the 
county of the plana as proposed by: 
Flood Control Engineer F. J. Reagan^ 
for a,dam and reservoir in San Dimas 
canyon. Such, a storage basin, it is fig;' 
ured, 
would 
solve the flood danger 
problem that has menaced the country? 
in the winters of 1914 and 1910. 
, 
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The San Dimas canyon dam is an in', 
tegral part of a : system of gigantic op­ 
erations' that are being worked out by 
the flood control board to be submitted 
to the voters of the county at a bond 
election to be held some'time early next 
year. This system of flood control will 
take care. 0f all the dangerous s t e a m s 
and washes in the county. 
In-ou?'im' 
mediate neighborhood, the San* Dimas 
wash is one of the big menaces^ and in 
the two recent. winters of 
excessive 
rain, this stream has effected

actual damage to pay fully • one-half

< The- (area* ofHhis 'dam--whenifulKwilt 
be about 50 acres. .When/full it "Iwill 
be nearly a mile in length, and average 
one-tenth of a mile in width, A volume 
of 325 acre feet will remain after water 
has been drawn off to the elevation of 
the outlet. 


In the engineer's report not a word 
is said about the use of this reservoir 
for trout, but aside from tho very ma­ 
terial use of such an impounding, arfea;/ 
tho local sportsmen see in this reser­ 
voir a future angler's paradise. , 


The drainage area of this reservoir 
would be approximately k 15.70 square 
miles'. Tho peak of tho flood as esti­ 
mated in 1914 was 2500 cubic feet per 
second, or a surface run-off of 159 cubic 
feet per square mile of water-shed. By 
being able to control the amount of 
water released by means of the outlet 
gates, -and allowing the ' reservoir 
to 
fill, it would bo possible to take care of 
tftV excessive rainfall of a three days' 
storm without effecting any damage to 
tho country below, 1500 cubic feet per 
second can be turned out of tho reser­ 
voir at any time ,without causing trou­ 
ble. 


The stream flow through the valley 
from £ho mouth of the canyon to Bas- 
sett, where the San Dimas empties in­ 
to the. San Gabriel river, would be re­ 
tarded from one-third to ono'half, and 
the underground flow' would'be increas­ 
ed on account of the retarded velocity, 
and additional time of flow. Roads and 
bridges in between would be preserved, 
and the flow of the San Gabriel itself 
would be decreased. 


It is proposed to use a Cyclopean con­ 
crete gravity arch type -dam, which nec­ 
essitates a top length of 273 feet, and 
arched in plan to a radius.of 400 feot, 
the top width to be 13 feet, base width 
J00 feet, and a holghth above* stream 
bed,of 125 feet. It is probable that a 
part of native granite can be used in 
its construction. The cost of tho dam 
and reservoir is estimated at $278,000.

Sun Is Obscured 
By Drifting Sand 


Sixty-Mile an Hour Wind-Storm Does 
Heavy Damage to Citrus Crop In 
Territory 
Between 
Uplands 
and 
Riverside—Local Rancher Has Ma­ 
chine Stalled by Fallen Trees. 


A ferriiic wind storm prevailed Mon­ 
day between Uplands and Riverside, a 
storm prononnced by many as the most 
serious for Ave years. The wind was of 
such force that a number of automo­ 
biles were blown over and in one in­ 
stance the driver was caught under the 
car, but escaped injury as he was im­ 
bedded in the sand. He was rescued by 
passing autoists. 


Mr. Thomas Trawcek, the well-known 
rancher of West Center street, with his 
family, made the trip to Riverside in 
his Cadillac/ He states that he exper­ 
ience/! the greatest difficulty in nego­ 
tiating the distance. At times he was 
nearly blinded by the cutting sand and 
his machine was stalled several times 
by fallen trees across the boulevard. At 
one place he was forced to seek assist­ 
ance at a ranch house to remove the 
tree which impeded his way. It took 
nearly thirty minutes to clear the road 
with axes, the men working .under the 
protection of shields. Fully ten ma­ 
chines were stalled along the way be­ 
tween Rialto and Fontana. 


One passenger bus was stalled in the 
storm and it was necessary to transfer 
twenty pasengers to other machines. 
Many of the machines caught in the 
storm had their tops torn to threads 
and the paint removed from one side 
by the fine sand blast. 


At Chino the storm was said to be 
the worst in six years. The Btorm was 
severest in the territory of Rialto, Cu- 
camonga, Fontana, and Crestmore. 
A 
trip over this territory on Tuesday re­ 
vealed the fact that heavy damage had 
been done to the citrus crop, fully 20 
per cent of the fruit being on the 
ground, to say nothing of damage by 
scarring. 


In other districts throughout South­ 
ern California there was little or no 
air disturbance and the only effect of 
the storm was seen in the heavy sand 
blanket which obscured the sun.

yot, apparently, has the time been 
reached when Kopublicans and Demo­ 
crats, in thorough sympathy with pro­ 
hibition as a moral proposition, are 
ready to accopt it as a political issue 
Speaking 
gonorally, 
they 
are 
still 
doubtful whether a vote for the prohi­ 
bition ticket "would do any good," 
Hi ill fearful lost, a vote cast according 
to the higher dictates of their consci­ 
ence "would be thrown away." 
Yet, 
it would not bo fair to question their 
honesty of purpose, or generous to up­ 
braid them for their, halting attitude. 
Bred into millions of eitizons of the 
Unitod States is the belief that, in 
national elections, they should vote for j 
a ticket "that stands some chanco of 
•winning," and so the overwhelming 
majority of the electorate vote the 
ticket of one of the greater parties.. 


The spread ami strength,of; the pro­ 
hibition* movement cannot bo accurate­ 
ly measured by the votes cast for its 
presidential candidates. 
Since James 
Black headed the temporance ticket in 
.1872, and polled 5008 votes, there has, 
of course, been a steady gain, with only 
one recession, in the anti-liquor move­ 
ment. 
In 1912 the Prohibition stand­ 
ard-bearer polled 208,928 votes. 
Tho 
1,000,000 votes polled November 7 is far 
from representing the prohibition sen­ 
timent of tho nation, for, unless all 
signs are 
misleading,' on n straight 
" w e t " or " d r y " * issue the country 
would roll up u vote for prohibition 
far in excess of that which either of 
the great parties will have to its credit 
on next election day. 


A fact to be remembered is that the 
United States is fairly close to nation­ 
wide prohibition today. 
Twenty-three 
of the forty-eight states uro wholly 
dry; all the other states of the Union 
have partial prohibiti'.in. 
Tho aggre­ 
gate prohibition vote, the vote that has 
made twenty-three states " d r y " and 
that is widening the prohibition urea 
annually in all the other states, if east 
at a national election 'solidly for the 
prohibition candidates, would-probably 
result in the choice of u mujority of 
I'rohibittdn electors.

The idea that certain practical work 
done by boys and girls on the farm, as 
in vogue in the Puente schools, should 
count as credits in the agricultural 
courses of the rural elementary and 
high schools is growing rapidly in pop­ 
ularity among educators of other sec­ 
tions.

The basis for this idea is the belief 
that the farm may and .should become 
the logical laboratory -for testing out 
and putting into practice much that is 
taught in the schools, and that the 
schools by giving credit for home work 
can and should encourage boys and 
girls to make profits for themselves or 
to become more directly helpful 
to 
their families. > 


But educators are finding some diffi­ 
culty in denning just what work done 
by the boy on the farm should deceive 
an educational credit, and how many 
credits should be allotted for the differ­ 
ent kinds of work which really help the 
boy to master progressive methods. 


To assist 
the 
superintendents of 
schools and teachers, the specialists in 
agricultural education in the states re­ 
lations service have recently published 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture bulletin-385, School Credit for 
Home Practice in Agriculture. 


This bulletin may be had • free as 
long as the department's supply lasts. 
It should prove very interesting to high 
school students and to parents as well 
as to teachers.

The directors of the various citrus 
associations of the Covina district have 
given this year a great deal of consid­ 
eration to the matter of brown rot con 
trol, and their conclusions should prove 
of great value to the orchardist. 


In the first place, they arc unanimous 
that an effort should be made to pre 
vent heavy loss from decay due to this 
source. 
This loss last year avoraged 
40 cents per packed box for all early 
shipments of navels. This, they believe, 
can be overcome by spraying the lower 
limbs and trunk of tree and ground un 
derneath with what is known us Bor­ 
deaux mixture, which has proved suc­ 
cessful in lemon and orange orchards 
in other districts, at a cost of from five 
to twelve cents per tree, depending on 
size. When Bordeaux mixture is used, 
care should be taken that the spraying 
is done after fumigation. 


The Covina Citrus Association and 
the Covina Orange Growers' Associa­ 
tion deem this matter of such great im­ 
portance that they have decided to pool 
by itself all fruit from trees not so 
treated. 


Another prominent authority in writ­ 
ing to the Argus on this matter has the 
following to say on this matter: 


" N o w is the t i m e to .examine the 
citrus trees for brown rot. Brown rot is 
a form of decay caused by a fungus 
known as pythiacistis citrophthorn. This 
fungus is more or loss present at all 
times in the soil around the citrus trees, 
and is probably carried over from year 
to year on the branches of. the trees. 
Following a period of excessive moist­ 
ure is favorable for the growth and de- 
velopmont of brown rot. 
The injury 
from this fungus growth is caused by 
tho mycelia of the fungus permeating 
tho cellular tissue of the fruit and caus­ 
ing a breakdown of tho tissue. I t may 
exist for so mo time on tho outside of 
the fruit before j>ermoating the tissue 
and can be discerned by close exnnrina 
tion of the fruit with a high-power 
lens.

cay from brown rot and other parasitic 
fungi. The first indication of the trpu 
bio may bo noticed by a brownish or 
purplish discoloration of tho rind.

"Perhaps the best orchard remedy is 
t. weak solution of Bordeaux mixture, 
but caro should bo taken not to apply 
this remedy and then fumigate 
after 
ward, as tho sulphate of copper in the 
Bordoaux mixture seems to accelerate 
tho activity of the hydro-cyanic gas 
and causes injury to tho tree. 
If tho 
troos have already boon fumigated, it 
is safe to apply Bordeaux mixture. 
If 
tho trees havo not boon fumigated, and 
it is the intention of the owner to fumi 
gate later it whould be safe to apply a 
Bpray of lime-sulphur, us there is no 
injurious effect 
of following 
a lime 
sulphur spray with fumigation tho same 
season. Tho effect of lime-sulphur, how 
over, is not so durable us tho Bordeaux 
mixture.

S t a t e s . D u e to tho l a r g e export move­ 
m e n t 
i n c i d e n t t o t h o E u r o p o a n w a r , 
t h o u s a n d s of cars 
loaded 
with 
muni­ 
tions, grain and various other commodi­ 
ties a n d supplies a r e b e i n g 
hold a t 
terminals on t h e A t l a n t i c 
seaboard 
a w a i t i n g vessels to move 
commodities 
to their final destination. Tho lack of 
ocoan t o n n a g e h a s forced tho m o v e m e n t 
of California commodities such as grain,

not passed the experimental stage so 
far as the Riverside station is concern­ 
ed. However, he ventured the informa­ 
tion that so far as good mulching prac­ 
tice had been employed, nothing but 
beneficial results had been obtained. 


Many ranchers of the Puente, Wal­ 
nut and West Covina districts' Were 
present, and the address on walnut cul­ 
ture given by Dr. Batchelor received 
deep attention. He opened his remarks 
by saying that the walnut business had 
one of the brightest, futures of any 
fruit industry in the country. In the 
past ten years there has been a material 
increase in walnut production in this 
country, and the importations 
from 
abroad have increased in a similar ra­ 


tio. 
This is due to the fact that the 
walnut has gone into the class of house­ 
hold necessities. 


Dr. Batchelor brought out the fact 
that is well known to ranchers of the 
vicinity, when he said that the Puente 
district was especially favored as to 
soil and climate, for the. production of 
walnuts. In describing the type of soil 
which is best for walnut growing, he 
gave an exact description of the land 
on which the best groves of the district 
are now to bo found. A light soil that 
has too free drainage, or a soil under­ 
laid with hardpan, will never ..produce 
anything but mediocre trees. 


In speaking of the 
varieties, 
Dr. 
Batchelor stated that the Placentia var­ 
iety of the Santa Barbara soft 
shell 
type was one of the best adapted to this 
section. However, he said that the not 
so well known Eureka variety was a 
nut that was growing in favor, and in 
most-cases was much less susceptible to 
blight than the Placentia. Other varie­ 
ties that do well in Southern California 
are the El Monte, Chase/ and Prolific. 
In northern California, the Mayette and 
Franquett'e are favorites. These ate es­ 
pecially line quality nuts, but do not 
produce well in this section. In his 
opinion, the Eureka is as good a qual­ 
ity of nut as the Franquette. The only 
disadvantage 
is 
that they are slow 
growers, and do not produce so early 
as the Placentia. 


As a general practice, he advised the 
use of the northern black walnut root 
-for grafting purposes. He also spoke |,n 
favor, off fie Royal 
1 , hybrid, Jbut aid np£ 
Vdvtfitfate the use of'therparadoxhybrld 
r d o t ' $ crqsVTbetWe'e^ 
h u t and the'northern black) unless* soli 
and water Conditions "were especially 
favorable. 
Even 
under these condv 
tions, he stated that there was appar­ 
ently nothing to be gained over the 
northern black. 


In some' groves a yield, of one and 
one-half tons an acre is recorded; while 
the average yield in California in full 
bearing , groves is only 825 pounds' to 
the acre. 
Apparently there are some 
trees that would be better rooted out, 
ami it is just this process that most en­ 
ergetic 
growers are 
pursuing. 
The 
groves that have provod to be the heav­ 
iest 
bearers when they became 
full 
grown are trees that are planted sixty 
feet apart, making only twelve trees 
to the acre. The question was asked, 
"Would you advise intersetting a wal­ 
nut orchard at planting, and plan to 
cut out half of the trees l a t e r ? " 


" Y e s , " 
responded 
Dr. 
Batchelor, 
"provided 
the grower has sufficient 
moral courage to cut the trees out at 
the proper time." 


Winter cover crops for walnut orch­ 
ards, when in bearing, and manure for 
fertilizer, together with from thirty to 
forty inches of water a year, was the 
cultural plan advised. Field crops, beans 
preferably, for young orchards was al­ 
so said by Dr. Batchelor to be good 
practice. 


Following the addresses, Mr. J. I.. 
Matthews made a motion that a com­ 
mittee be appointed to ask the board 
of supervisors for an appropriation to 
assist the county of Los Angeles to 
place a creditable exhibit in the sev­ 
enth national orange show to be held in 
San Bernardino. The motion was car­ 
ried. 


The next meeting was arranged to 
be held at the West Covina schoolhouse 
cn the evening of December 5.
